2. The inventions listed as Groups I & II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

The method of Group II invention requires specific process steps and technique to 
prepare the catalyst; whereas, the carrier and catalyst body of Group 1 invention do not require 
said specific process steps and technique and the patentability of Group I and Group II 
inventions are separately determined. However, in accord with the MPEP rule, if the product is 
elected and found allowable, the process claims can be rejoined. 

3. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed
